II ia stated by tho New York Poal and 


the Philadelphia Ledger, that in caau the 
treasury noto bill pnsaea Cougrcsa ntul be< 
comes n law, tho banks whilo uuder BUS 
pension of specio paymer.U, intend to flood 
the country with their own-issues, holding 
the treasury notes in lieu of specie. • There 
ii no doubt that the eastern banks will do 
this, and endeavor to push their circulation 
west; our people should be warned in time 
agtinat it.. Let it be a rule with every one 
to take no eastern bills, but encournpa. in 
every wnr possible tho circulation of tr«a3-' 
ury .iioloa, because the banks being under 
110 restraint, will over issuo, and, the time 
v;ill cotnc, unknown to the people, for iv col- 
apse, such as overtook tho banks of Illi- 
nois and Wiflcoasin. 


It would be well,aUo, for our legislature, 


if it authorises tlio 'audpeuaion of specie 
paynionts in this stato, to limit our owu 
banks to their present isauea. .Good banks, 
in these times, will not bo found expanding 
thoir circulation. , Those, therefore, which 
tiro found urging their noles upon Ihe, bu- 
siness, community, and through thorn upon 
tho people, should bo shunned. The na- 
tional treasury notes will bo the best cur- 
rency for the west ever Issued, and it ifltho 
duty of western legislatures to guard and 
protect it from being abused by the banks. 


It can bo easily seen that if onr hanks 


are permitted to absorb treasury notes, and 
undttr suspension of specio payment.1), is 
suo their own bills in the place of them, 
the people are deprived of a currency good 
all over.the country,'while a local currency 
will tako its place, upou which there . will 
ho a continual discount, iu Iho shapo of ex- 
chango upon tho oast. If a merchant gath 
ers a thousand dollars of treasury notes to 
paj.ft.debt at tho east, ho will not be com- 
pelled lo purchase exchange, but may pay 
in treasury notes, which aro at par iu New 
York. Bat if the banks absorb treasury 
nates and circulate their own bills instead, 
tli on they Will charge such exchango as 
they please., If wo desire, in the west, • to 
emancipate ourselves from the enormous 
tax paid to,banks and brokers for convert- 
in<j our local bank.notes iuto something 
that will pay debts in New York, let ua in 
sist.upon the free circulation of the national 
inirreiny which the United States treasury 
id about to furnish us. It will bo our own 
fault if wo do not reup tho advantages which 
may Don to us from this measure.

The greatest victory and hardest fought 


wttle of the rebellion wai connummated on 
unday morning by the unconditional sur- 


render -^of/the "rebels •Bt-'-Fort--Donelsou; 
Vnnessee, to tfie federal army under Ge7i. 
Jrant, after a desperate struggle of over 
hree days and nights. 


The forces were about equal, butthereb- 


Is had all the advantage of position, being 
well fortified on two immense hills, with 
heir fort near the river, on a lower' piece 
»f ground.' From the'fort their entrench- 
ments, rifle pita,, and abattia extended up. 
he river, behind the" town of Dover. 'Their 
ortficationa on tho land .side, back from 
ho river, were at least four miles in length. 


Their water battery was in the, centre of 


heir fortifications where it came down to 
he river. This battery mounted nine 
ie&vy guns. The rebels were at least 26,- 
)00 strong, commanded by 'Gens. Pillow, 
iuckner, Floyd and Duahrod Johnston, 
md were sure of victory ; and iu any other 
:ause, and pitted against less brave troops 
ban those against whom they contended, 
could have repelled a force of one hundred 
housand men. The northwest has done 
he business for tbo rebellion. It* Ima 
ought the enemy oven-banded on an un- 
irotected field, whilst ha waa sately pro- 
ected by earthworks. It has fought him 
at a disadvantage and forced him to yield 
unconditionally. No Bull Ilun affair this. 


The gunboats did not do the service they 


lid at tort Henry, as the enemy, lodged 
on high hilla, had the advantage over them, 
as we hud no mortars. Three boats were 
disabled soou after tho opening of the bat- 
tle ; ono of them badly, having nine men 
killed.

The gunboats,Tour Iu number, opened 


on the enemy at 3 o'clock on Friday K M., 
with considerable effect, as tho rebels wero 
driven in large numbers to the upper works. 
Jome of the shot from tho gunboats took 
effect on our extreme right, killing oue and 
wounding several of our men. Towards 
night the cannonading suddenly stopped, 
as three of Ibo boat) wero disabled. One 
was badly hurt, having nine men killed. 


The day—Friday—being bad, nothing 


was done except getting different brigades 
u position, and attaching new arrivals of 
troops lo different commands, which look- 
up the greater portion of the night. 


At daylight on Saturday morning the en- 


emy opened on the 18th Illinois, Col. Law- 
or, when all of Oglesby'a brigade was soon 
engaged. This was soon followed by Wai- 
ace's and Mo Arthur's brigades taking part, 
the latter acting undor McClernand's com- 
mand.

As the position of the troops had been 


changed on Friday uight, and Gen. Grant 
3cing sent for during the night from the 
junboats, the movements of all •troops ex- 
cept those attached to McClernard'a division 
were conducted without anything but gene 
rftl orders. 


At the suggestion of Gen. McCleriiard, 


Glen. Low. Wallace sent up four regiments 
to support his division, who were nearly out 
of ammunition. The regiments sent up 
wero the 17lh and 25th Kentucky and Hist 
Indiium, the -Mill Indiana being held hack 
as a reserve. 


From the commencement of the battle in 


tho morning until 1 o'clock tho fighting was 
terrific. 


The troops on the right were disposed as 


follows: 
birst—McArthuVs brigade, con- 


sisting of the Oth, 12th and -list Illinois, 
liaving tompomrily attached the 17th. and 
10th Illinois. Next came Ogleshy's brig 
ade, the 8th, 18th, 29th, 30th and 31st lilt 
nois, and Schwartz',and Dresser's batteries. 
Next Wallace's brigade, tho llth, 20th, .15th 
and 48th Illinois, and Taylor'n and McAllis- 
ter's batteries. 


Those- three brigades composed McGler 


nard's division, and boro the brunt of.tho 
battle. The enemy concentrated his main 
forco on our right, to turn it, which was 
done by our men getting ,out of ammuni- 
tion, and tho confusion created in getting 
up reinforcements. 
The division relrented 


about hulfr. mile. 


As soon as McClcrnard's division, who 


had stood their ground so manfully for thrcu 
hours, retired to procure ammunition, tho 
enemy occupied too field. 


At this time Gen. Grant ordered Gen. 


Smith to move forward his division, anil 
storm the enemy's works on our left. 
This 


order was obeyed with great alacrity, and 
soon the cheers of our daring soldiery wero 
heard, and tho old Hag displayed from with- 
in the enemy's iutreuehments. 


Gen. Grant then sent word to Generals 


McGlernard and Wallace that Gen. Smith 
waa within the enemy's intrcnchmouts, and 
ordering their forces to move forward and 
renew the attack on the right. 


One of Gen. Wallace's brigades, tho llth 


Indiana, 8th Missouri; and soma Ohio reg- 
iments, were rapidly thrown in position, 
and company A, Chicago Light Artillery, 
Lieut. Wood iii command, planted in Ihe 
road. As tho'rebels, supposing we wero 
on the retreat, came yelling out'of their 
works into the road, tho Chicago boy« pour- 
ed a hailstorm of prapa and canister into 
thuin, slaughtering dozens of them. 


Simultaneously with this, tho infiuitry 


commenced firing at will, and the rebels 
went pell melt back into their works, our 
men advancing and taking possession ol 
the ground lost, and n hill in advance bo- 
sides. 


The fresh troops who had not been in 


action during thu buttle were thrown for 
ward. As the shades of night drew on, 
they were iu stroug position, and ready to 
participate in the simultaneous attack to 
be made on Sunday nioruhig. 


The three brigades on the right—Ogles 


by'fl, Wallace's and McArtbur'd—did the 
hardest, fighting. They stood for three 
hours nudor a galling fire, and have suf 
fered terribly, as their decimated ranks 
show. 
They would have held position mi 


til ordered to storm the fort, if their ammu- 
nition had held out. The ammunition 
wagons woro nt some distance off, the hills 
preventing their being moved rapidly. 


Some ol our best officers and men have 


gone to their long homes. Hardly a man 
wont over the field after the buttle, ant 
earae away with dry eyes.

trains, assassination, etcetera, will nut be 
released on any terms; but will be held for 
trial .before a military committee.

Prisoners not included in either of tho 


above classes maybe released upon Hiib- 
scribing to tho usual oath, and giving H 
sufficient bond, -with good security, for 
their future.good conduct. 


Thn amount of bond should in no case 


bo less than $1.000, and -in some ctvncs 
should be much larger, varying according 
to the wealth, influence, and previous con- 
duct of the party. The security should, in 
preference, be a secessionist. Persons now 
engaged in recruiting for the rebel army, 
also those enrolled for the rebel service, 
will be arrested and held as prisoners ol 
war. 


In addition to this all properly belonging 


to such persons, and which can be used for 
military purposes, such ns horses, mules, 
harness, wagons, beef cattle, forage, otc., 
will be seized and turned over to the pro- 
vost marshal, to bo disposed of according 
to the orders of the commanding general o:

The greatest victory and hardest fought 


battle of the rebellion was consummated on 
Sunday morning by the unconditional sur- 
render of the rebels at Fort Donelsou, 
Tennessee, to the federal army under Q-en. 
Grant, after a desperate struggle of over 
three days and nights. 


The forces were about equal, but the reb- 


els had all the advantage of position, being 
well fortified on two immense hills, with 
their fort near the river, on a lower piece 
of ground. From tha fort their entrench- 
ments, rifle pits, and abattia extended up 
the river, behind the town of Dover. 
Their 


brtficationa on the land side, back from 
the river, were at least four miles in length. 


Their water battery was in the centre of 


;heir fortifications where it came down to 
;he river. This battery mounted nine 
beavy guns. The rebels were at least 25,- 
DOO strong, commanded by Gens. Pillow, 
Buckner, Floyd and Bushrod Johnston, 
and were sure of victory ; and in any other 
cause, and pitted against less brave troops 
than those against whom they contended, 
could have repelled a force of one hundred 
thousand men. The northwest has done 
the business for the rebellion. It has 
fought the enemy even-handed ou an un- 
protected field, whilst he was safely pro- 
tected by earthworks. It has fought him 
at a disadvantage and forced him to yield 


vance was made, and when the fall light of 
day broke forth white flags were hung in 


places on the enemy's works. 


What the Bank* propone to Do- 


lt is stated by the New York Pust and 


the Philadelphia Ledger, that in case the 
treasury note bill passes Congress and be- 
tornes a law, the banks while uuder sus- 
pension of specie payments, intend to flood 
the country with their own issues, holding 
the treasury notes in lieu of specie. 
There 


is no doubt that the eastern banks will do 
this, and endearor to push their circulation 
west; our people should be warned in time 
ag&inst it. Let it be a rule with every one 
to take no eastern bills, but encourage in 
every way possible tho circulation of treas- 
ury notes, because the banks being uuder 
no restraint, will over issue, and-the time 
will come, unknown to tha people, for a col- 
apse, such as overtook the banks of Illi- 
nois CIKI Wisconsin. 


It would be well, also, for our legislature, 


if it authorises the suspension of specie 
payments in thi? state, to limit our own 
banks to their present issues. 
Good banks, 


i:i these times, will not be found expanding 
their circulation. Those, therefore, which 
are found urging their notes upon th« bu- 
siness community, and through them noon 
the peopU', should be shunned. Tho na- 
tional treasury notes will be the best cur- 
rency for the west ever issued, and it is the 
duty of western legislatures to guard and 
protect it from being abused by the banks. 


It can be easily seen that if our banks 


are permitted to absorb treasury notes, and 
under suspension of specie payments, is- 
sue their own bills in the place of them, 
the people are deprived of a currency good 
all over the country, while a local currency 
will take its place, upon which there will 
be a continual discount, in the shape of ex- 
change upon the east. If a merchant gath- 
ers a thousand dollars of treasury notes to 
pay a debt at the east, he will not be com- 
pelled to purchase exchange, but may pay 
in treasury notes, which are at par in New 
York. Bat if the banks absorb treasury 
notes and circulate their own bills instead, 
then they will charge auch exchange us 
they please. If we desire, in the west, to 
emancipate ourselves from the enormons 
tax paid to banks and brokers for convert- 
ing our local bank notes into something 
that will pay debts in N.ew York, let 113 in- 
sist upon the free circulation of the national 
currency which the United States treasury 
is about to furnish us. It will be our own 
fault if we do not reap the advantages which 
may flow to us from this measure. 


Explanations. 


We have received letters from Madison 


in relation to the statements we published a 
few days since about certain expenses of 
t'le state.

He has worked 
hard and faithfully, and if his pay has been 
large, we are told that it might have been 
much larger by giving him his full positioa 
in the Governor's staff and the pay attach- 
ed to it.

Gen. Grant decided not to wait, but to at- 
tack the enemy with his laud force alone.

from my last. 


The gunboats, four in number, opened 


ou the enemy at 3 o'clock on Friday P. M., 
with considerable effect, as the rebels were 
driven in large numbers to the upper works. 
Some of the shot from the gunboats took 
effect on our extreme right, killing oue and 
wounding several of our men. Towards 
night the cannonading suddenly stopped, 
as three of the boats were disabled. 
One 


was badly hurt, having nine ineu killed. 


The day—Friday—being bad, nothing 


was done except getting different brigades 
in position, and attaching new arrivals of 
troops to different commands, which toDk 
up the greater portion of the night. 


At daylight on Saturday morning the en- 


emy opened on the 18th Illinois, Col. Law- 
ler, when all of Oglesby's brigade was soon 
engaged. This was soon followed by Wal- 
lace's and McArthur's brigades taking part, 
the latter acting under AlcClernand's com- 
mand. 


As the position of the troops had been 


changed on Friday night, and Gen. Grant 
being sent for during tha night from the 
guuboats, the movements of ail troops ex- 
cept those attached to McClernard's division 
were conducted without anything but gene- 
ral orders. 


At the suggestion of Gen. McCIertiard, 


Gen. Lew. Wallace seat up four regiments 
to support his division, who were nearly out 


f ammunition. 
The regiments sent up 


were the 17th and 25th Kentucky and lilst 
adiaua, the 44th Indiana being held back 


a reserve. 
From the commencement of the battle in 


39 morning until 1 o'clock the fighting was 
errific. 


The troops on the right were disposed as 


ollows : first—McArthur's brigade, con- 
isting of the Bth, 12th and 41st Illinois, 
aving temporarily attached the 17th and 
9th Illinois. Next came Oglesby's brig- 
de, the 8th, 18th, 29th, 30th and 31st Uli- 
ois, and Schwartz' end Dresser's batteries. 
^Tcxt Wallace's brigade, the llth, 20th, 45tb 
nd 48th Illinois, and Taylor'n and McAllis- 
er's batteries. 


These three brigades composed McCler- 
ard's division, and bore the brunt of the 
a tile. 
The enemy concentrated his main 


orce on our right, to turn it, which was 
one by our men getting out of amamni- 
ion, and the confusion created in getting 
,p reinforcements. 
The division retreated 


,bout half a mile. 


As soon as McClernard's division, who 


lad stood their ground so manfully for three 
lours, retired to procure ammunition, the 
:nemy occupied the field. 


At this time Gen. Grant ordered Gen. 


Smith to move forward his division, and 
torm the enemy's works ou our left. 
This 


jrder was obeyed with great alacrity, and 
oon the cheers of our daring soldiery were 
eard, and the old flag displayed from with- 
n the enemy's intrenchments. 


Gen. Grant then sent word to Generals 


rlcClernard and Wallace that Gen. Smith 
was within the enemy's intreuchments, and 


rdering their forces to move forward and 
enew the attack on the right. 


One of Gen. Wallace's brigades, the llth 


Indiana, 8th Missouri, and some Ohio reg- 
ments, were rapidly thrown in position, 
and company A, Chicago Light Artillery, 


ieut. Wood in command, planted in the 


road. As the rebels, supposing we were 
on the retreat, came yelling out of their 
works into the road, the Chicago boys pour- 
ed a hailstorm of grape and canister into 
.hem, slaughtering dozens of them. 


Simultaneously with this, the infantry 


commenced firing at will, and the rebels 
went pell mell back into their works, our 
men advancing and taking possession of 
,he ground lost, and B hill in advance be- 
sides. 


Tho fresh troops who Imd not been in 


action during the battle were thrown for- 
ward. As the shades of night drew on, 
they were in strong position, and ready to 
participate in the simultaneous attack to 
be made on Sunday morning. 


The three brigades on the right—Ogles- 


by's, Wallace's and McArthur's—did the 
hardest 
fighting. 
They stood for three 


hours under a galling fire, and have suf- 
fered terribly, as their decimated rnnks 
show. 
They would have held position un- 


til ordered to storm the fort, if theirammu- 
niliou had held out. 
The ammunition 


wagons were at some distance off, the hills 
preventing their being moved rapidly. 


Some of our best otticers and men have 


gone to their long homes. Hardly a man 
wont over tho field after the battle, and 
came away with dry eyes. 
Every one dis- 


covered some comrade who had fallen. 


Our officers have suffered the heaviest 


loss. 


We lost three lieutenant colonels, and at 


least one-quarter of all othe.r oHiceri are 
wounded or killed. 


The enemy, when we retired for wfitit, of 


ammunition, took possession of our tempo- 
rary hospitals and Gen. McClernand's quar- 
ters, which were retaken in half an hour. 


When John A. Logan's regiment run 


ont of ammunition, he approached Lieut. 
Col. Ransom, of the llth Illinois, and ask- 
ed, " What shall I do ? 
I have not anoth- 


er cartridge." 
Ransom replied, " You 


have the best position.

ately done, and the l l t h fired the balance 
of their shots.

work, and the rebel officers gave up iheir 
awords. 


The bulls of the rebels knew of the sur- 


render long before our men were apprised 
of it. 


Pillow and Floyd planned and executed 


their escape during the night, taking with 
them Floyd's brigade and a few favorites, 
occupying what few small steamers the reb- 
els had. 


At first the prisoners were loud in their 


denunciations of the runaways. Mary of 
them acknowledged the hopelessness of 
their case, and intimated their willingness 
to take the oath of allegiance and return 
to their homes. To a question put to one 
of their officers as to how many prisoners 
we had, he replied : " You have all out of 
25,0(JO who were not killed and did not 
escape." 


The rebel officers are very mate about 


their killed. 


It ia impossible to get a list of our killed 


and wounded, aa the killed have not all 
.been brought in, and are mixed with the 
rebel killed ; and the wounded are in half 
a dozen hospitals and steamboats five and 
and six miles apart. 


Late on Friday afternoon, when our men 


retired for ammunition, some prisoners and 
all our wounded in ambulances and tempo- 
rary hospitals were taken by the enemy. 


About 200 prisoners were taken in this 


manner, and among them Major Post of 
the 8th Illinois. They were sent to Nash- 
ville. 


Wo have 12,000 to 15,000 prisoners, 


among them Buckner and Bushrod John- 
sou ; also 3,000 horses, 48 field-pieces of 
artillery, 17 heavy guns, and 20,000 stand 
of arms, besides large quantities of com- 
missary stores.

All persons who are known to have been 


in arms against the United States, or to 
have actively aided rebellion, by word or 
deed, are to be arrested. Those who are 
accused of acts in violation of the laws of 
war, 
auch as the destruction of railroad 


bridges and private property, firing into 
trains, assassination, etcetera, will not be 
released on any terms, but will be held for 
trial before a military committee.

riously bad and dangerous men, though no 
specific act of disloyalty can be proven 
against them, will be kept in custody and 
their caaes referred to the commanding 
general. 


Prisoners not included in either of ihe 


above classes may be released upon sub- 
scribing to the usual oath, and giving a 
sufficient bond, with good security, i'or 
their future good conduct. 


The amount of bond should in no case 


be less than $1,000, and in some cases 
should be much larger, varying according 
to the wealth, influence, and previous con- 
duct of the party. The security should, in 
preference, be a secessionist.
